Tue Tuo has pointed out the probable 
nomination of Mr. Ion for President by 
the Democratic Convention at St. Louis, and 
that this nomiantion would be forced on the 
party by the double necessity, (1) that no 
Democratic candidate can be elected Presi- 
dent without the vote of the State of New 
York, and (2) that the only Democratic can- 
didate who can give any reasonable hope of 
carrying that State is Mr. Tupzx. Under 
these circumstances, the nomination of Tn 
DEN is so imminent that the Republican party 
in making its nomination should be governed 
by the necessity of beating Inom in New 
York. 

The comment has been made on this article 
that, while the statement that the success or 
defeat of the Democratic candidate depends 
upon his getting the vote of New York, and 
that Tun is of all other Democrats the 

in that State, the only fair 
conclusion that can be drawn from these 
facts is that the Republican Convention 
should nominate Mr. Comma, who, it is 
claimed, will prove stronger in New York 
than any other Republican that can be 


named. 

This is not, taking all the facts in the 
case, a safe conclusion. While the vote of 
New York is essential to the election of a 
Democrat, this is on the hypothesis that 
certain other States, viz.: Ohio and In- 
diana, shall vote the Republican ticket. The 
Republican candidate must therefore be a 
man who will be strong enough to carry 
Ohio in October, hold the Republican majori- 
ty in other States, and carry the State of 
New York. There is no Republican in Ohio 
or Indiana with a thimbleful of brains who 
has any idea that Mr. Conxirne could carry 
either Ohio or Indiana, and the loss of 
these two States would not be offset by a 
victory in New York, even if the latter was 
certain. New York and Pennsylvania do 
not have an election until November, while 
Ohio and Indiana will have the preliminary 
but decisive struggle in October. To nomi- 
nate Conziine and have Indiana and Ohio 
vote for the Democratic ticket in October 
would be the surrender of the November 
battle, even before the election. In such an 
event Tripzn, in addition to these two States, 
would carry New York, and perhaps ther 
Republican States in November. In Ohio the 
best claim that the nomination 
of Mr. Harn is required to remove all doubt 
as to the way in which that State will vote. 
There is a concession, however, in the case of 
Secretary Baistow, who, it is admitted, would 
also carry Ohio beyond all reasonable doubt. 
While we claim Ohio as a Republican State, 
we do not believe that Mr. Conxiine can 
carry it as against Tuo, nor do we think 
that Indiana will vote for Comme against 
any strong Democratic nominee. 

Under these circumstances to nominate the 
New York Senator, with the moral certainty 
of a Republican defeat in both these States in 
October, would be fatal policy. It would be 
equivalent to giving away the Presidential 
election in advance. 

Gov. Hares, while certain perhaps of Ohio 
and a fair chance in Indiana, with the moral 
advantage of taking both States at the Octo- 
ber election, would have no strength but the 
straight party vote in all the rest of the 
Union ; he would be comparatively a stranger 
in New York, New Jersey, New England, 
and on the Pacific Coast. Mr. Conxzano has 
no strength in the State of New York, out-

DEMOCRATIC FIRST GUNS OF THE CAH- 
PAIGN 


The Democracy have opened the campaign 
simultaneously in Louisiana and Indiana. 
The reports of the first guns reached us yes- 
terday. In both States it was but preliminary 
skirmishing along the advanced lines, but the 
results were a significant forerunner of what 
may be expected to follow. In Louisiana 
the first gun, of which report came yester- 
day, was fired in Coushatta Parish, memora- 
ble as the theatre of the atrocious massacre 
of freedmen, and was a repeating-rifle. It 
was not election-day, but the political effect 
was about the same as follows those of the 
guns fired on election days in Louisiana 
since the War. It created a vacancy 
on the Republican side in the Leg- 
ialature, and ridded the State of 
a carpet-bagger, Senator TwrrcHE.u. 
His offense was of precisely the sort to in- 
vite such fate. He was not only a Republic- 
an State Senator, but—and that was the ag- 
gravating feature about it—his term of office 
would not have expired until after the Presi” 
dential election, as he was one of the Sena- 
tors holding over. That fate he precipitated 
by boarding the gerry-boat at Coushatta to 


| cross the river and neglecting to keep a look- 


out for, and get out of the range of, the 
White-Liner on the other bank, who, after 
having quietly ridden through the town with 
his rifle on his shoulder, in broad daylight 
and in full view of the citizens, to whom of 
course he was unknown, first shot Twrrcs- 
mux dead; next drew a bead on Twrron- 
Ns comrade and brother-in-law, Kua, 
who also fell mortally wounded; and 
to finish the business, shot the ne 
gro ferryman, but as it was only o 
nigger, was careless about the aim, and but 
dangerously wounded him. That done, the 
White-Liner shouldered his rifle and de. 
parted amidst the suppressed 
applause doubtless of the bystanders, who, 
of course, were filled with admiration for the 
marksman who could so neatly pick of two 
Northern men and one nigger on the other 
shore, wholly unconscious that they were his 
target. Itall only goes to show that the 
White-Liners of Louisana have profited by the 
example of their fellows in Mississippi last 
fall, and are. beginning the slaughter of 
Northern men and negroes early enough to 
avoid blood-letting on election day, by ex- 
i ing the leaders and intimidating the 
survivors before the election, so that only 
White-Liners will dare attend the polls, and a 
great Democratic victory may be assured. 
There was less method in the Democratic 
firing of first guns in Indiana. But the re- 
port recalls memories that burn and will 
thrill with rapture the White-Line heart, for 
it comes as proof conclusive that the ancient 
unterrified Democracy, that in other days 
servilely licked the boots of the slave-driver, 
survives, and is in full accord with the White- 
Line Democracy of Louisiana and Mississippi. 
In Indiana the guns were fired at “‘ niggers 
simply because they were niggers, and be- 
cause of the irrepressible longing of the De- 
mocracy of the slave-hun ing era to extermi- 
nate the freedmen. The leader in the massa- 
cre was a Democratic policeman and con- 
servator of the peace. The Indianapolis 


niggers also invited their fate by going to | 


the polls and voting the Republican 
ticket. As they were returning, they 
were set upon by the WhiteLine 
Democracy led by the Democratic po- 
licemany The marksmanship was not quite 
equal to that of the Coushatta White-Liner, 
but one negro was shot dead, two were 
fatally wounded, and a number of others 
were shot and stabbed. Then, to turn the 
whole affair into a negro riot,” like those 
at Yazoo City and elsewhere in Mississippi, 
the Democratic police arrested a lot of ne- 
groes fleeing for their lives as rioters, and 
they were locked up. As in case of the 
** negro riots” in Mississippi and Louisiana, 
no whites were killed, nor was a white man 
arrested; and the mystery for the Coroner's 
jury to solve will be how those niggers 
managed to kill themselves in such short 
order. The whole was an appropriate open- 
ing of the Democratic-Confederate campaign. 
But, if we mistake not, these first guns fired 
at Indianapolis were discharged altogether 
too far north of Mason and Dixon’s line, and 
the effect will be to rouse the country to 
stamp out White-Lineism, North and South, 
forever. 
THE INDIANA MAY ELECTION. 

Spring fashions in Indiana are decidedly Re- 
publican. May cleaning in the Hoosier cities 
on Tuesday last was so thorough that the 
Democracy has been cleaned completely out 
of sight. It has been led through a May 
dance which it will long remember. Indian- 
apolis leads the van, and is followed up by 
Laporte, South Bend, Franklin, Wabash, 
Shelbyville, Kokomo, Bloomington, Oraw- 
fordsville, Connorsville, Lafayette, Terre 
Haute, Madison, and even that old Demo- 
cratic stronghold, Fort Wayne,—all sending 
in good old-time Republican majorities, and 
electing honest men in their councils to suc- 
ceed Democratic bummers and ringsters, who 
have held rule so many years. Contrary to 
general expectation, Indianapolis was the 
scene of the most brilliant victory, the Re- 
publican ticket having been elected by over 
4,000 majority, and the Republicans having 
carried eleven out of the thirteen wards, and 
thus regained their old ascendency. Dur- 
ing the War, and for some years after, 
Indianapolis was a Republican city, but long- 
continued power produced its customary re- 
sults of carelessness, disorganization, abuses, 
‘and quarrels of factions. The most disastrous 
movement, however, was the adoption of the 
folly of Prohibition, for which the 
licans were held responsible. This attempt 
to regulate by police compulsion what the 
people of Indianapolis should drink cost the 
Republicans the loss of the whole German 
vote and a considerable part of the American. 


was another Chicago, only on a smaller scale. 
Last year the Republicans made a determined 
effort to resoue the city from the possession 


of the thieves and bummers, and partially 
succeeded. On Tuesday the work was com- 


resttit of the contest was a complete victory, 
achieved in the face of remarkable obstacles, 
chief among which was the infamous gerry- 
mandering ordinance passed by the bummer 
Council to enable them to retain their power 
by throwing the Republican majorities into 
a few wards and dividing the Democratic 
strength among many. The bummers failed 
miserably, however, in their scheme, the 
very wards which they had supposed were 
surely fixed for them going Republican by 
decided majorities. 

There are several indications growing out 
of this victory which the wayfarmg man, 
though a fool, can read without mistake. It 
shows that the Rag-Baby party has lost its 
hold. It indicates that there is a formidable 
section of sound-money men. It indicates 
that the people of Indiana have stood the 
idiotic notions of money which have been 
crammed down their throats by the Lanpzzs- 
Boca crowd as long as they propose to, 
and that the hard-money Democrats have 
turned around and acted with the Repub- 
licans. 

It indicates that the incorrigible Trimmer 
Hupen has lost his grip upon the people 
of Indiana; that they are disgusted with his 
two-facedness; that they want aman who is 
either openly for or against shinplasters ; 
and that they look with distrust upon his 
connection with the water-bond corruptions. 
This indication is specially emphasized by 
the vote of Shelbyville, his own town, which 
elected the Republican ticket by a handsome 
majority. 

It indicates that the people of Indiana are 


‘dissatisfied with the action of the Confed- 


erate party in Congress, and in this they re- 
flect the general sentiment of the people in 
every Northern State. The result of the In- 
diana election is an indictment of that party. 
It charges them with having sccomplished 
nothing in the last six months, after all their 
protestations and promises of reform; that 
with a two-thirds majority they have failed 
to pass a single measure of legislation needed 
by the country; that their investigations 
have been shown to be false and malicious, 
reaching only a few subordinate clerks and 
contractors, with the exception of Pznpzs- 
ton and Barxnar, and that they have re- 
coiled upon the heads of the investigators 
themselves and involved leading Democrats ; 
that they have squandered the public money 
for profligate partisan purposes; that they 
have passed but two bills of any account, 
one of which promises to ruin our foreign 
Diplomatic and Oonsular service, and the 
other a profligate River and Harbor bill, 
wasting millions of dollars. 

More important than all else, it indicates 
that Indiana can no longer be considered « 
very doubtful State in the State election of 
next October. It removes her from that 
category, and indicates with the utmost cer- 
tainty that either Barrow, Bram, or Mon- 
Ton can carry it. It foreshadows the elec- 
tion of Mr. Orta for Governor in October, 
and of the Republican electoral ticket for 
President in November, if the Republicans of 
the State do their duty.

ABROGATION OF THE EXTRADITION 
TREATY WITH ENGLAND. 

It must be admitted by both the English 

and the Americans, without regard to the rel- 
ative merits of the controversy, that the ab- 
rogation of the extradition treaty, which has 
grown out of the Wustrow case, is most un- 
fortunate for the cause of justice in both 
countries. It is not a complimentary com- 
ment onthe temper or judgment of either 
Government that two great nations, speaking 
the same language, of the same voice and 
literature, with a large stretch of contiguous 
territory, and claiming the highest position 
in civilization and the science of politics, 
should hold such relations to each other as 
mutually to exclude the surrender for trial of 
persons indicted for heinous offenses. Yet 
this is precisely the condition of affairs con- 
sequent upon the formal abrogation of the 
extradition clause of the Wxpsrzn-Asusvr- 
ton treaty of 1842. Great Britain having dis- 
charged the forger Winsiow, against whom 
it was admitted there was a prima facie case 
of a crime included in the treaty, of 
course there remained nothing for the 
representatives of this Government -to 
do except to give a formal notification 
of the abandonment of the treaty. Any dif- 
ference as to the merits of the case must be 
based on the action of the Government prior 
to this notice ; and whether the British Gov- 
ernment or the United States Government 
were at fault can best be determined by an 
impartial review of both sides of the contro- 
versy. ‘ 
The English Parliament, after a long and 
careful examination of the general question 
of extradition, which had been intrusted to 
such eminent men as Mn, Forsrzr, Sir 
Rosert Cozum, and others, passed a law 
in 1870 adopting the French rule of practice, 
expressed in the following terms: 

A fugitive ermminal shall not be surrendered tos 
foreign State unless provision is made by the law of 
thet State, or by arrangement, that the fugitive crim- 
mal shall not, until ne has been restored or had an 
opportunity of returnin g to Mer Majesty's dominions, 
be detained or tried im that foreign State for any 
offense committed prior to his surrender other than 
the extradition crime proved by the facts on which 
the surrender is grounded, 

When Wovetow had been apprehended, 
and a prima fame case made out against him 
for forgery, for which his surrender had 
been demanded, the British Government, 
under this law, demanded a guarantee that, 
if surrendered, he should not be tried for 
any other offense than forgery. Secretary 
Fu declined to give any such assurance, 


partly because it is the practice of the Courts, 
under our form of Government, to assert 
their control of a prisoner who has lawfully: 
come into their possession without consult- 
ing the Executive of the nation. But the 
British Government still persisted in the de- 
mand for the guarantee, not only by virtue of 
any right conferred by their municipal law 
of a later date than that of the treaty, but on 
account of the justice of the principle in- 
volved, and the alleged violations that had 


be demanded, while other erimes were omit- 
ted from the enumeration. It was also held 
that this principle had received international 
recognition, and there was no valid reason 
why the United States Government should 
refuse to admit it by giving the assurance re- 
quested when it would be wrong 
to construe the terms of the treaty in any 
other way. 

On the part of America, Secretary Fun 


has argusd that, in its relations with this 


this treaty does not require either Govern- 
ment to give the assurance demanded by the 
British Minister in this case. He also argued 
that no international rule of law can require 
the United States to recognize a municipal 
law of any country in contravention of 2 
treaty. But, further than this, Mr. Fun also 
rested upon a clause of the British act of 
1870, which applies the provisions of the act 
„with the exception of anything contained in 
it which is inconsistent with the treaties re- 
ferred to in acts so repealed.” This excep- 
tion, Secretary Fun held, barred the demand 
made by the British Government. It was on 
these grounds mainly, and for the purpose of 
asserting the dignity of the United States 


sistently refused. The result has been an- 
nounced. 

A fair conclusion from the arguments on 
both sides is that Great Britain is right in the 
abstract, but has proceeded in the wrong way. 
If it was the purpose of the British Govern- 
ment to enforce the rule of its recent munic- 
ipal law on extradition, then the proper way 
would have been to move for the voluntary 
assent of this Government without waiting to 
enforce the demand in any actual case that 
should come up under the treaty; 
or, in lieu thereof, to give notice 
of the termination of this extradition 
clause of the treaty, which it had the 
privilege of doing. under the treaty. It 
looked too much liké~dictation to make an 
ultimatum in the Wor tow case, and resist- 
ance was natural. At the same time, the cor- 
rectness of the principle cannot be denied 
that no man should be obtained from a 
foreign country for trial on a specific charge, 
and then be made to answer on an entirely 
different charge, and one perhaps not in- 
cluded in the list of offenses covered by the 
terms of the extradition treaty. Good sense 
and mutual interests will now suggest «a 
movement on both sides to conclude a more 


comprehensive treaty which shall enlarge the 


number of offenses for which extradition can 
be demanded, and containing the condition 
set forth in the British law of 1870, and now 
generally recognized by all nations. The 
United States cannot afford to set up an 
asylum for English convicts, and Canada is. 
too near and affords too easy an escape for 
American criminals to forego the advantages 
of an extradition treaty. If a new and more 
intelligent treaty shall result from this con- 
troversy, it may yet be made to turn to 
mutual advantage. 


Asa result which has been apparent for 
some days past, it may be noted that the 
Democratic House has awarded Mr. Lz 
Morne the seat for the Third District in 
place of Mr. Fazwzux, who has held it until 
this time.

We do not believe Mr. Lz Morne 
is that kind of a man; besides, he never 
was very much of a Democrat, and we doubt 
whether he ever voted a straight Democratic 
ticket in his life, though he acted with the 
Grrztzry Republicans four years ago, when 
he also ran for Congress against Mr. Fan- 
WELL, and was defeated. As Mr. Fw 
loses his seat, Chicago loses a very efficient 
Congressman. Not being a public speaker, 
Mr. Farwe1u never took a conspicuous place 
in the public eye in Congress, but he was an 
excellent “‘ working member,” a man of good 
judgment, conservative notions, and faithful 
devotion to the interests of Chicago. The 
three Republican districts of this county are 
now represented by two Confederates and 
one Gazzizr Democrat. Next fall this mis- 
representation will be corrected.

Placing himself 
on the bed, near his murdered wife, he put 
an end to his own life,—ridding society of a 
member no longer fit for any purpose than 
to be hanged.
